St. Petersburg, Ju n e 2.—T he R ussian 
press Is still advocating m ore v igor­ 
ously than ever the sum m oning of the 
national assem bly, even the re-actlo n - 
ary Sviet Joining In the general chorus. 
In view of the cu rren t rum ors It Is 
m ost significant

papers 
w hich 
have m ore *. r leas the confidence of the 
governm ent unanim ously take the po­ 
sition th at the representatives should 
decide the question of peace or war. 
All censorship Is now rem oved from 
foreign dispatches and the people ar-* 
appalled a t the horrible 
stories 
of 
slaughter on board the R ussian ships. 
The adm iralty has not yet been able 
to estim ate even approxim ately from 
foreign advices the loss of men, bpt 
as the ships w ere over ra th e r th an u n ­ 
derm anned. the total will be g reater 
than the ordinary com plem ent of vcs- 
seus would Indicate and probably ex­ 
ceed 10.000. lf only about 4000 were 
eaved. 
Requiem m asses are being celebrated 
con stan tly In all churches and chapels 
for the repose of the souls of the slain, 
although distracted relatives are un ­ 
a b l e to learn definitely the fate of those 
dear to them . 
The adm iralty up to the present tim e
